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Setting up your own home b 


Although operating a busi- 
ness from your home involves 
different considerations than 
establishing yourself in a 
downtown office or business 
park, the key components are 
the Same. You must build a 
system that will ensure that 
you do business in an efficient 
and profitable manner, and 
more, importantly, you should 
have a well thought-out busi- 
ness plan in place. 

‘‘A business plan is absolute- 
ly critical,’’ says Wayne 
Tunney, a partner with Peat 
Marwick chartered accoun- 
tants in Toronto. ‘With it you 


_decide what you want to 


achieve, what it will cost to get 
your business up and running, 
what your goals and objectives 
are and where you plan to be 
six,eight, 12 months down the 
road.” You should also update 
it periodically since the busi- 


_ness environment is constantly 


changing. 
To properly create a plan, 
itemize how many clients 


you'll be able to satisfy once 
you get going; identify prob- 
lems you envision and decide 
how you'll deal with them; 
estimate how much money you 
expéct to earn; and how you'll 
cope with changes as your 
business evolves. Will you 
always be a one-person show? 
Or will you hire someone to, 
say, do typing or work with 
computers ° 

Formally write down your 
business plan, Tunney adds. 
Not only is it a must if you 
eventually want to borrow 
money, but it crystalizes a 
concept that may only exist in 
your mind. ‘‘A bank manager 
is going to be impressed if 
fan given a lot of thought to 
ow you'll conduct your busi- 
ness and when you can repay 
the loan,’’ he says. ‘Writing it 
down also forces you to put on 
paper what you've been think- 
ing and what you can do to 
make it happen.” 

‘Work out a feasibility 
study. See if the market really 


is there,’ advises Wendy 
Priesnitz, national coordinator 
of the Home Business Market 
Network, in Unionvil- 
le*Emotionally-based ideas 
must be changed and _ fine- 
tuned before you start.”’ 

An important consideration 
she sees is pricing. Too often 
microbusinesses price 
services too low because they 
don’t have a hugh overhead, 
not realizing.that in the future 
they may have to hire others to 
help them. A_ self-defeating 
strategy is to start off with a 
cheap figure and then stick 
with it. Your price should 
reflect the market value of the 
service you provide. 

The next step is to decide 
which record keeping system 
to use and what office equip- 
ment. to get. 

The worst thing to get 
involved in is an elaborate 
record keeping system. 
‘People tend to buy computers 
just ~ause they're in busi- 
ness,” says Priesnitz, *‘but you

Reasons to recycle 


Why should people recycle? 

Why should Asphodel Town- 
ship residents get behind their 
recycling pilot project? 

Well, there are many 
reasons to recycle other than 
repel: space in landfill sites. 
Considering that the average 
Ontario household generates 
about one tonne of solid waste 
each year, there are some 
pretty compelling facts that 
are worth thinking about. 

How about: 


* every tonne of newspaper 
recycled saves 19 trees. 

* every tonne of steel cans 
recycled saves more than 1 1/2 
tonnes of iron ore plus energy 
savings equivalent to three 
barrels of oil. 

* it takes 70 per cent less 
energy to produce aluminum 
from recycled products that 
from ‘raw materials. 

* the use of scrap glass reduces 
the energy required to produce 
new glass containers. 

* the energy saved from recy- 
cling a glass bottle would ligh 
a 100-watt bulb for four hours. 
* two weeks of daily newspap- 
ers equals one mature tree. 
* the energy saved from each 


recycled aluminum can would 
po a television set for three 
ours. 
* cans manufactured from 100 
per cent recycled aluminum 
instead of raw materials 
reduces related air pollution 
by 96 per cent and water 
pollution by 97 per cent. © 
glass produced from recyled 
glass instead of raw materials 
reduces related air pollution 
by 20 per cent and water 
pollution by 50 per cent. 
* total household waste gener- 
ated each year in Ontario 
would form a line of garbage 
trucks from Toronto to St. 
John’s, Nfld., and almost all 
the way back. 


Blue box distribution at the 
Asphodel Township dump 
begins Friday at 9 am. and 
runs until 4 pm. They will be 
distributed again Saturday 
from 9 am - 4 pm. 

Even households not lucky 
enough to get one of the 300 
containers can still sort their

cardboard boxes or bags

A great idea: Richard Grey and Virginia Olsen are preparing to 
officially launch Asphodel Township's recycling pilot project 
They will be at the Asphodel landfill site Friday and Saturday to 
hand out 300 blue boxes and to explain more about this exercise in 
waste management. Meanwhile, at the Norwood dump, student- 
made signs have been posted to help segregate household and 
non-household garbage going into the landfill. Remember, also, 
that Sept. 23 is Peterborough County's Hazardous Household 
Waste collection day and area residents are encouraged to take 
their hazardous waste-stuff to the depot at Morrow Park. 


Norwood conducts 
landfill-user survey 


Thirty-one per cent of all 
loads taken to the Norwood 
Landfill site in August were 
composed of stones, trees, old 
lumber, old furniture, leaves 
and tree branches - so-called 
clean fill - a recent survey 
indicates. ss 

The survey, conducted at the 
town office to see who was 
picking up the dump site key, 
what they were transpORting 
to the dump and how much was 
taken, ran for the last three 
weeks in August. 

On average the key was on 
loan three times a day and the 
majority of the 1/2 tonne loads 
were made up of clean fill. 


The four-question survey 
indicated that these users visit 
the dump once a month - 
usually a Saturday - with a 1/2 
tonne load of non-household 
garbage. Some did not know 
about the key. 


Asked if the dump were to 
stay open just two days a week 
which days they would like, 
Saturday was unanimously 
selected followed by Friday 

Wednesday.

interpreter. Even if Barbara 
had understood the papers, she 
could not have booked an inter- 
preter because it was the 
Canada Day holiday weekend 

The case became front page 
news all across Canada a 
was the top: story on the nation- 
al TV newscasts. Pro-choice 
groups and anti-abortionists.

For the deaf community, 
however, the important fact 
was Barbara's deafness and 
her resultant poor education.

WCB ready to implement Bill 162 


The Workers’ Compensation 
Board (WCB) of Ontario has 
begun administration of major 

mendments to the province's 
Workers’ Compensation Act. 
While the Bill 162 amendments 
o the Act has recelved royal 
assent, a number of key provi- 
sions of the new legislation will 
»ot. be effective until early 


- 1990 


“The changes will signific- 
intly affect the way the WCB 
joes business,” said Board 
‘hairman Dr. Robert Elgie. 
The new legislation changes 
the way in which an. injured 
worker is compensated for a 
permanent disability. It intro- 
duces a new dual-award 
system, tying compensation 
more closely to the worker's 
future joss of earnings, and 
provides an additional award 
for loss of enjoyment of life. 


As. well it places a major 
emphasis on measures to facil- 
itate the suecessful reintegra- 
tion of the injured worker into 
the workforce.” 

Important specific transi- 
tional provisions take effect 
immediately. Current perma- 
nent disability pension reci- 
pients whose pensions fall 
short of their actual loss of 
earnings may be eligible for a 
supplement and for vocational 
rehabilitation. The WCB will 
mail all current pensioners a 
letter and questionaire to 


-_determirie their eligibility for a 


supplement to their present 
nsion, as well as their eligi- 
ility for a Board vocational 
rehabilitation program, with a 
full py ae during the 
period the worker is participat- 
ing in the program. 


In addition, the new legisla- 


. 


tion iftroduces a number of 


important changes to the work- 
ers’ compensation system 
which takes effect early in 


1990. 

Highlights of Bill 162 
include: 

* A dual-award system to 
compensate workers with 
permanent disabilities for 
economic loss related to future 
loss of earnings, and for non- 
economic loss to reflect the 
worker’s reduced enjoyment of 

on-work-related aspects of 
ife. This new approach will 
apply only to workers injured 
on or after the proclamation 
date. The previous pension 
scheme will continue to apply 
to permanently disabled work- 
ers. who are injured before 
proclamation in early 1990; 

* A greater emphasis on 
helping injured workers to 
return to the workforce earlier 
and more successfully ; 

* New obligations on the 


WCB to provide a pote work- 
ers with vocational rehabilita- 
tion services on a timely basis 
to facilitate reintegration into 
the workforce; 

* An obligation on many 
employers to reinstate injured 
workers in the jobs they

* A contribution towards a 
worker's retirement income. 
For a worker who is in receipt 
ef a wage loss award, the 
Board will set aside additional 
funds equal to 10 per cent of 
every pension payment. 

* An obligation on at oi bok 
to maintain any contributions 
for a worker's health care, life 
insurance and pension benefits 
during the worker's absence 
dur to a work-related injury for 
one year; and 

* An increase in the earnings 
ceiling, which is the limit on 
the amount of gross income 
that the workers’ compensa- 
tion will cover. It will increase 
in stages to 175 per cent of the 
provincial average industrial 
wage(AIW). It is estimated 
that, as of January 1,1990, the 
initial earnings ceiling will be 
$38,400. The interim ceilin 
will be raised to $42,000 as 0 
January 1,1991.

In the light of pending abortion legislation to be tabled in the House of Commons 
we the congregation of the Madoc Wesleyan and Free Methodist Church wish to 
take this opportunity to express our belief concerning abortion. 


WE BELIEVE: 


“Induced abortions the intentional destruction of human life by surgical or other 


well as medical and legal realities. Therefore, Christians may not determine their rights 
and priviledges only by the extent of the permissiveness of the law of the state or the 
possibilities of safe medical procedures. Christian morality demands that we consider 
both the biblical commandment and the human situation in which the law must be 
‘applied. Human life, whether nascent, mature, or senile, is sacred to Christians because 
of their faith that life exists in relation to God. 

The intentional destruction of human life is murder when any degree of malice or 
selfishness accompanies the decision arid act.

A GLOVE THAT TALKS 


From “ The Independent 
Living Newsletter” 

* Palo-Alto, Calif.— People 
who are both deaf and blind 
can converse, joke and quarrel 
by touching hands with some- 
one who understands finger- 
spelling. Soon, by slipping a 
hand into a special glove 
designed by a Stanford Univer- 
pi / Engineer,they may be 

able to speak aloud. . 

The glove, which is still in 
the prototype stage, contains 
sensors that. relay the angle 
and position of the fingérs to a 

ket-sized computer worn on 
the belt. The computer recog- 
nizes the ,standard finger- 
spelling used by the deaf-blind 
people and “‘speaks’’ the hand 
signals, word by. word, through 

a half-dollar sized speaker 
worn around the neck like a 
pendant. 

To respond, 
calculator-si 
transmits your meassage to a 
braille display on the blet 
computer, which the deaf-blind 
person reads as you type. 

In the meantime, the talkin 
glove could free deaf-blin 
people drom their dependence 
on interpreters.

the provincial economy,” said 
Ramsay. 

At $16 billion, the agriculture 
and food industry is Ontario’s 
second largest following the 
automotive industry, totalling 
$5.5 billion in farm cash 
receipts. It employs 20 per cent 
of the Ontario work force, in 
jobs such as farming, transpo- 
ration, food processing and the 
restaurant and retail trade. 

“Buy the food Ontario 
grows’ is the message WE 
want to send out this week,”’ 
said OFA President , Brigid 
Pyke. ‘‘When consumers buy 
Ontario food products, they're 
not only assured they're 
getting superior quality food, 
but they can also feel good 
knowing they're helping 
sustain, and even create, jobs 
right here in the province,” 
Pyke said. . 

During Agri-Food Week, 
hundreds of farmer-volunteers 
from the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture, as well as from 
the different organizations 
which help farmers market 
their products, go’ out of their 
way to reach consumers. 

“Agri-Food Week is unique 
in that it involves all these 
diverse groups, from farmers 
to marketing agencies to food 
companies. It’s a giant effort 
extending across the province, 
and deep into the city malls 
and rural town halls,’’Pyke 
added. 

“This year is shaping up to 
beone of the best yet for Agri- 
Food Week,’’ said Carolyn 
Fuerth, Agri-Food. Week 
committee chairperson.

‘Drought 
Assistance 


Additional townships are 
now eligible for assistance 
under the Canadian Crop 
Drought Assistance Program 
(CCDAP) on certain crops. 

The CCDAP is delivering 
assistance to farmers who 
suffered significant losses as a 
result of the 1988 drought. 

In March, eligible townships 
were identified on the basis of 
preliminary yield data in order 
to get payments to producers 
who suffered the most severe 
losses. The new townships 
were identified after final yield 
data from provincial crop 
insurance offices was obtained 
and assessed. 

Producers who may now be 
eligible should contact, their 
agricultural representatives’ 
offices. Staff there should be 
able’ to tell them which town- 
ships and crops are eligible for 
assistacne. 

Most eligible producers will 
receive applications in the 
mail. However, eligible 
producers who have not yet 
received an application can get
